GET SALARY RAISE 
OF $17,200 YEARLY 


County Commissioners 
Unanimous in Granting 
Iricreases to Courthouse 
| Attaches. 


Increases in salaries of Fulton 
county employees amounting to $1,- 
516.67 per month, or $17,200.04 year- 
ly were granted Wednesday afternoon 
by the Fulton county commission: in 
executive session in the commission 
chambers, 

Heads of the various departments 
were retained at a salary of $12,000 
per year and the recommendation of 
these officials concerning their em- 
ployees were carrid out to the letter. 

The salary of Solicitor General 
John A. Boykin has been fixed by law 
and he receives the maximum and 
minimum sum of $12,000 per year, or 
$1,000 per month. The other depart- 
ment heads received the same amount 
last year and the commission voted 
unanimously to fix their salaries at 
this amount for the year 1928. 

The largest amount in raises was 
given to employees of the clerk of 
the superior court of Fulton county, 
of which Tom C. Miller is in charge. 
The total increases amount to $500 
per month. Other department in- 
creases were: Office of the solicitor 
general of superior court, $116.67: 
office of the solicitor of the criminal 
court of Atlanta, $175; office of the 
ordinary of Fulton county, $100; of- 
fice of the tax collector, $50; office 
of the sheriff, $175, and office of the 
tax receiver, $400. 

Assistant Solicitor John H. Hud- 
son received an increase in salary of 
$35.44, bringing his salary on Jan- 
uary 1 to $450. J. Walter LeCraw., 


an assistant in the office, was given 
}an° increase of from $300 te $350. 


Mr. LeCraw was receiving a fee from 
the ordinary of Fulton county for 
handling lunacy cases but this prac- 
tice was discontinued by the commis- 
sion and therefore the increase was 
made. The commission awarded Mr. 
Hudson an increase after praising his

END COMES EXACTLY MONTH AFTER TRAGEDY 


Fight Agai 


nst Death?! 


Loten Leister died a few minutes 
after 6 o'clock Wednesday night. 

Life for him ended after a valiant | 
struggle that lacked but two hours of! 
lasting exactly one month to the hour. | 
On Halloween night, the last day of 
October, about 8 o'clock, Loren was 
passing the lunch stand of E, F. Ke- 


heley, 843 Marietta street, when a shot 
was fired from inside the store and 
the 12-year-old boy fell to the sidewalk 
with a bullet in his brain. And Wed- 
nesday night, the last day of Novem- 
ber, he died at Grady hospital. 

It was a month that recorded one 
of the gamest struggles ever. staged 
by a human against the last great 
enemy. For exactly 30 days the 
bright hope of youth and the remark- 
able strength of a perfect little body 
fought off death, while doctors expect- 
ed the end to come at any moment, 

Loren didn’t have a chance from 
the start. The random bullet that 
ploughed its way through his skull and 
lodged in his brain destroyed larze 
quantities of vital brain tissue, It | 
was impossible to operate, for in that: 
direction lay certain death; the doc- | 
tors said, 

So it was pretty hopeless from the 
start. There was nothing much to 
be done except sit there and watch 
the courageous littk chap fight his’ 
vain battle all by himself. Day by |

day his condition grew weaker because 
he was unable to take sufficient 
nourishment. 

Loren’'s was one of the most re- 
markable cases ever recorded on the 


‘chart of a local hospital. The entire 


city was roused to his plight. and the 
sympathies of évery man and woman 
were at the bedside while . the little 
boy fought with his grim and ancient 
enrniy. 

Several days ago the bullet, accord- 
ing to ‘doctors, developed an abscess 
in “phe frontal lobe of the brain, which 
bought on a sinking spell, ending in 
death.

DIES IN. ATHENS 


Professor of Chemistry 
for 55 Years at Univer- 
sity of Georgia; Was 
Pioneer Agronomist.

Athens, Ga., November 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dr. Henry C. White, one of 
America's leading authorities on scien- 
tifie agriculture, died at the home of 
his nieee, Mrs, Richard Trimble, here, 
this aiternoon. Dr, White was 39 
years of age, and for 55 years he was 
profe&sor of chemistry at the Univer- 


sity of Georgia, where he made many 


important discoveries pertaining to 
chemistry of the soil. 

Dr. White was chemist, agronomist, 
lecturer and anthor. 

He died of pneumonia after an ill- 
ness of several weeks. He will be 
buried Friday, funeral services to be 
held from the Emmanuel Episcepal 
church at 11 o'clock. 

Dr. White had been a member of 
the University of Georgia faculty for 
05 years. In 1922 the commencement 
program was featured by the celebra- 
tion of his fiftieth anniversary as a 
member of the faculty. He delivered 
the commencement address that year 
and was the recipient of many‘ con- 
gratulations and presents from his 
admirers from the ranks of old Geor- 
gia boys. About the same time he pub- 
lished a life of Abraham Baldwin, 
founder of the university and famous 
Georgian of pioneer days.

(P)—John T. Rogers, for 12. years a 
reporter for the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
batch and winner of. a Pulitzer. prize 
for the most meritorious newspaner 
work of a year, came into George Re- 
mus’ murder trial as a witness to- 
day and held a crowded courtroom, 
jury nd judge spellbound with his 
vivid pictures of Remus, a maniac. 

Rogers testified he revealed to Re- 
mus alleged ploty. of Mrs. Imogene 
Holmes Remus, the woman for whose 
slaying he is on trial for his life, and 
Franklin L. Dodge, Jr., to have him 
deported to Germany and later -to 
have him slain by paying gangsters 
$15,000. | 

Those tales, with a host of others 
narrating the alleged misconduct of 
Mrs. Remus and Dodge, were the 
hasis,: according to Remus’ plea of 
transitory maniacal insanity, for 
driving him out of his mind. 

Insané Last Summer. 

Rogers testified that he had _ in- 
formed the managing editor of the St 
Lowis Post- Dispatch as long ago ts 
last Stmiher that Remus was. insane. 

The reporter®came first into contact 
with Remus, he said, when the Post- 
Dispatch assigned hint to get the story 
of Remus’ life as a whisky dealer and 
bootlegger after Remus had been se- 
leased from the federal penitentiary 
at Atlanta two years ago. 

From that time until three months 
ago he was in intimate contact with 
Remus. “Brainstorms” overcame Re- 
mus upon “innumerable” 
testified Rogers. 

Two of the worst affected him, the 
reporter said, when he informed Re- 
mus of the plot of Mrs. Remus and 
Dodge against his life and of the plan 
to have him deported. 

Out .of Control. 

Another occurred when Remus 

thought he had found his wife and

When the Georgia commission on 
Statuary hall, appointed in -Novem- 
ber, 1901, to. suggest a plan under 
which this state could be represented 
in Statuary hall at Washirigton by 
figures of two of the distinguished 
sons of the state, that commission 
faced a greater problem than the mere 
adoption of a plan and the selection 
of the two men whose statues should 
be erected, it was disclosed in an ex- 
amination of the records of the com- 
mission, | | 

In. the first place the commission, 
which met in January, 1902, had be- 
fore it a resolution of the legislature 
ndopted in 1879 naming James Ogle- 
thorpe and Dr. Crawford W. Long as 
the two men whose statues shoutd rep- 
resent Georgia. The commission faced 
the problem of solving a constitutional 
question in the naming of Oglethorpe. 
who was a citizen of England, and 
also had to consider a score of ther 
names of prominent Georgians sub- 
mitted by leading citizens of the state 
with strong letters of recommendation 
in their behalf. 

Records of the commission were pre- 
served by Madison Bell, prominent At- 
lanta lawyer, who was the first man 
to suggest that the legislature take 
definite action in appropriating funds 
to erect two statues in Washington. 
Mr. Bell was named as secretary of 
the commission with Columbus Heard, 
of Siloam, as chairman. In these ree- 
ords is a letter written to the com- 
mission by the late Judge Logan KE. 
Bleckley, in which he urged that the 
commission ratify the selection of Dr. 
Long and Oglethorpe as contained*in 
7 capa resolution adopted in 
S79. 


Disregard Resolution. 

At its first meeting the commis- 
sion voted to disregard the legislative 
resolution naming Dr. Long and Ugle- 
thorpe, on the ground that Oglerhorpe 
was not a citizen of the United States 
and that the. congressional resolution 
allowing two citizens from each state 
in the Union to be represented by a 


‘Statue was drawn in such a manner 


as to preclude the naming of General 
Oglethorpe. 

After taking this action, the name 
of Dr. Long was presented by Judge 
George Hillyer, of Atlanta, and he 
was the first to be selected to repre- 
sent Georgia. His selection was urged 
by the medical profession of Georgia 
on the ground that his discovery of 
the use of ether as an anesthetic in 
surgery entitled him to this post. The 
selection of Alexander H. Stephens 
was the next action of the commission 
While several other names were sub- 
mitted, the commission voted strongly 
in favor of Long and Stephens and 
their selection was made~ virtually 
unanimoys. 

The commission then adopted:a2 reso- 
lution ‘urging the state legislature to 
appropriate $15,000 to pay the = ex- 
penses of the erection of the two 
statues. Copies of these resoiutions 
were sent by the commission to the 
two branches of the general asscmbls. 
No appropriation, however, was ever 
made for the erection. of the statue 
by the state. The funds later were 
rnised by various organizations 
through private subscriptions. 

One of the Jeading contributors to 
the fund to erect a statue to Dr. Long 
was Dr. Joseph Jacobs, of Atlanta. 
Dr. L. G. Hardman, now governor of 


(;eorgin,, Was a member of the com-| 


meeting seconding the nomination of 
Long. Dr. Hardman later erected a 
monument at his own expense in Jack- 
son county to Dr. Lohg. One of the 
leading contributors to the Stephens 
statue was Mrs. 3. M. High, of At- 
lanta.

It is a singular coincidence that 
the two Georgians selected to stand in 
statuary hall at Washington were stu- 
dents at the University of Georgia 
and were roommates at’ that institu- 
tion. 

The reason the state legislature 
failed to make an appropriation for 
this purpose was because Attorney 
General Terrell ruled that such an 
appropriation was contrary to the con- 
stitution of th: state. 

“The legislature cannot constitu- 
tionally make such an appropriation,” 
Attorney General Terrell ruled. “The 
constitution strictly prohibits the ap- 
propriation of money from the treas- 
ury for such a purpose, Money 1s s6me- 
times appropriated for pictures in the 
state capitol, but purely on the ground 
that they are furniture of the capitol. 
It could not be done, of course, on 
this ground in order to place statues 
in the national capitol.” 

The suggestion that the state of 
Georgia place statues of two distin- 
guished citizens in Statuary Hall was 
made in a letter to The Constitution 
written by Madison Bell August 29, 
1901. Mr. Bell at that ¢ime was a 
stude-* in the University of Georgia 
law school and ‘had just returned to 
Atlanta from a‘ yisit to Washington. 
While in Washington he noted that 
Georgia was not represented in Stat- 
uary Hall although reservation had 
heen made in that hall for two Geor- 
sia citizens. At that time only Vir- 
ginia and Missouri were represented 
from the south. 

The establishment of Statuary Hall 
eame through a resolution passed in 
congress in 1864. 

First Editorial. 


In the first editorial indorsing the 
suggestion of Mr. Bell, The Constitu- 
tion coneluded: 

“Georgia has enough of the genuine 
type of heroes on her roster to fill 
out the pages left blank for her and 
we would like to see the legislature 
place statues of two of our heroes in 
the niches of Statuary Hall.” 

The move to select Alexander Ste- 
phens for a place in Statuary Hall 
was led hefore the commission by 
Judge J. B. Park, Jr., of Greensboro. 
He worked diligently to obtain the 
nomination of Stephens and made a 
strong speech in his behalf.

No doctor of 
standing would dismiss a patient with 
any such spurious diagnosis as “ca- 
tarrh.” .No reputable «coctor even 
dares to define’ “catarrh.” I would 
earnestly assure all correspondents 
who write to me that a doctor or doc- 
tors tell them their trouble is ecatarrh. 
that they have been unfortunate ino 
the choice of doctors, Surely no phy- 
sician capable of examining the nasal 
cavity could perpetrate such a hoax 
on a patient.

flood control was a national problem. 
Congress should adopt a general 
flood policy under which necessary con- 
struction works recommended by the 
army’ eigineers would be expedited, 
Senator Tyson urged. Even if it 
strained the national resources, he 
advocated that the entire cost should 
be borne by the féderal government. 
Senator Caraway warned. against 
partisan politi¢s, sectional desires or 
personal political ambitions delaying 
or complicating the solution of the 
Mississippi's flood problems. He said 
that. it was unlikely that .any oppo- 
sition by the individual states on de- 


tails of a federal flood plan in their 
boundaries would develop. 

All flood prevention expenses should 
be paid out of the federal treasury, 
Senator Caraway declared, describing 


it as_a justified step because of the 
obligation of the nation to protect its 
citizens. He, however, said he did not 
favor removal of outstanding indebted- 
nesses by the government on levees 
already constructed.

In 
the southwest temperatures were be- 
low freezing. 

Central Missouri expenjenced the 
heaviest November snow since 1906. 
At Columbia the precipitation meas- 
ured 4 1-2 inches this afternoon. Sleet 
and snow was reported from St. 
Louis, Hannibal, on the Mississippi 
river, recorded 2.6 inches of snow. 
in bloom vesterday at 
Louisiana, Mo., which experienced the 
first snowstorm of the season today. 

A fall averaging about an inch was 
reported over the entire state of Kan- 
sas and the snowstorm extended south 
into Oklahoma. There were flurries 
in the Texas Panhandle. 

Frogs were lured out of ponds at 
Coffeyville, Kas., yesterday when the 
mercury ascended to 78 degrees. The 
temperature shot down to the freezing 
point during the night.
